Politicians unite to send ‘no’ plea 


HERE’S a cross-party 
coalition you thought 
you’d never see - Labour 
and Conservative 
politicians singing from 
the same hymnsheet. 

Luton and south 
Bedfordshire’s MPs have 
united in opposition at 
proposals to change the 
voting system from 
First-Past-the-Post 
(FPTPl to Alternative 
Vote (AV). 

Andrew Selous (South 
West Beds, 
Conservative), Kelvin 
Hopkins and Gavin 
Shuker (both Labour, 


Luton North and Luton 
South] and Conservative 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council deputy leader 
Richard Stay stood 
shoulder to shoulder 
with each other at Luton 
Hoo, where Winston 
Churchill once gave a 
speech criticising AV. 

The unusual 

collaboration came days 
before voters go to the 
polls in the local 
elections on Thursday, 
when a referendum on 
AV will also be held. 

AV is when candidates 
are ranked in order of 


preferences, instead of 
an ‘X’ in the current 
FPTP system. 

In a joint statement 
the four said: “Winston 
Churchill rejected AV in 
the 1930s saying that it 
resulted in the most 
worthless votes for the 
most worthless 
candidates determining 
elections. 

“He was right and we 
should heed his advice. 
We are voting no.”

Expelled union rep lands 
a new role at Town Hall

A UNION rep who was expelled following 
allegations of sexual harassment has just 
started a role with another union. 

Martin Goodall, a former voluntary senior 
shop steward at the GMB’s Luton Town Hall 
branch, denied claims in September 2006 
which Luton on Sunday reported at the time 
were made by an 18-year-old girl working at a 
high school in the town. 

An investigation by the GMB saw Mr 
Goodall stripped of his union credentials, and 
at the time LoS also reported he was suspend¬ 
ed from his Luton Borough Council road 


sweeper job on full pay. Unite has now 
confirmed to LoS that Mr Goodall has 
recently been accepted as a shop steward for 
the union at the Town Hall. 

Senior Unite rep Jimmy Cummings, who as a 
member of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union represented Mr Goodhall in 
the 2006 investigation, said he could not 
comment on whether or not the sexual 
allegations were found to be proven. 

Mr Cummings said: “I can confirm I did 
represent him in the past but it would be 
unacceptable to discuss previous disciplinary 
measures past or present. 

“They were sexual allegations against the 
said individual. 

“Let me make it quite clear to any female 
members of Unite and any female wishing to 


join - Unite will not tolerate any misconduct 
or inappropriate behaviour towards female 
members.” 

A GMB union spokeswoman said: “I can 
confirm he was expelled in 2006. We have no 
other comment to make.” 

LoS contacted both the council and the 
police to find out whether the allegations had 
been found to be proven. 

A council spokeswoman said: “Mr Goodall is 
still employed by the council. We do not 
comment on staffing issues.” 

Bedfordshire Police said they could not give 
out any information as it was data protected 
and advised LoS to make a Freedom of 
Information request. 

LoS tried to contact Mr Goodall but he did 
not respond to our calls.

Cabbie jailed after 
high-speed chase

A FORMER taxi driver who led police on a 
45 minute 70mph pursuit described by a judge 
as ‘outrageously dangerous’ has been jailed. 

Police deployed several cars, a helicopter, an 
armed response unit and two ‘Stinger’ devices 
during the chase, which started in Bury Park, 
Luton. 

Despite having three burst tyres, Mohammed 
Siddiq, of Beech Road, still did not stop until 
two police cars boxed him in literally bumper to 
bumper. 

Police cars suffered £6,600 damage, said pros¬ 
ecutor David Matthew. He said police first 
began following Siddiq in his Nissan Micra at 
2am on November 25 last year. 

He had turned the wrong way out of a street 
and was not wearing a seat belt. 

The chase went from Luton towards 
Dunstable at more than 70mph even over speed

humps. He went through red lights, mounted a 
pavement and drove onto the Ml driving both 
north and south. 

One ‘Stinger’ failed to work but a second 
deflated three tyres, one of which was stripped 
down to the metal, but Siddiq continued, said 
the prosecutor. 

Rachel Ellis, defending, said: “He panicked 
and is very remorseful. He had a taxi badge 
which has been taken from him.” 

She said his family had been concerned about 
his mental health after he split from his wife 
and he was on medication and under the care of 
a mental health team. 

Siddiq pleaded guilty to dangerous driving 
and having no insurance. He was jailed for nine 
months, banned from driving for 18 months, 
and his £700 car was confiscated. 

ludge Michael Baker QC told him: “You drove 
in a manner which was outrageously dangerous 
for some 45 minutes. That is too serious to be 
dealt with except by a custodial sentence.”

Voters set for 
local and AV 
system polls 

TENS of thousands voters will go to the polls 
on Thursday when the local elections reach 
fever pitch. 

Polling stations for voting for wards in Luton 
Borough and Central Bedfordshire Councils 
will be open between 7am and 10pm, and 
everyone should by now have received a card 
with details of where to do so. 

Staff will give you ballot papers and, if you 
are eligible to vote in the UK-wide referendum, 
you will also receive a ballot paper for that 
too. Even if you have ballot papers, staff will 
not let you vote after 10pm so ensure you 
arrive in good time. 

The referendum is on the voting system used 
for elections to the UK Parliament and the 
question being put to voters is: ‘At present, the 
UK uses the ‘first past the post’ system to 
elect MPs to the House of Commons. Should 
the ‘alternative vote’ system be used instead?’ 

If you applied for a postal vote it needs to be 
received by the returning officer by 10pm on 
Thursday. If you have left it too late to post it 
back, you can drop it off at your polling 
station.

SERIOUS concerns have been raised by 
a union member about the impact of 
cuts in staff and resources in the fire 
service. 

This week, Lee Moon, assistant brigade 
secretary for the Bedfordshire branch of 
the Fire Brigade Union, said that over 
the next three years up to 40 frontline 
operational jobs would be lost across the 
county. 

While firefighters cannot be made 
redundant, the jobs will be reduced as 
part of ‘natural wastage’ so that when 
people leave, they are not replaced. 

Mr Moon is worried that lives may be 
put at risk as a result of cuts.

Late-night 
arson attack 
leaves house 
extensively 
damaged 

AN arson attack has left a house 
with ‘considerable damage’ after a 
flammable substance was poured 
through the letterbox. 

Around 1.30am on Tuesday two 
men approached the house in 
Farley Hill and poured the liquid 
through the door. 

They then lit it while the residents 
were inside sleeping before leaving 
the area in what is thought to have 
been a taxi. 

Detective constable Ann Ward, 
investigating, said: “Fortunately all 
the occupants were able to get out 
of the house and nobody was 
injured, although there was 
considerable damage to the 
property.”

Vehicle (ERV) is not sent out to all road 
traffic collisions as used to be the case. 

Mr Moon said it was part of the com¬ 
munity risk management plan which 
took place two years ago. 

He added: “The road traffic collision 
processes were downgraded. We used to 
send the ERV to all road traffic collisions 
but now it’s only sent to those where we 
know somebody is trapped or if there is 
a heavy goods vehicle involved. 

“The thing is members of the public 
aren’t always experts in car crashes so 
they may not mention something 
straight away. 

“If the ERV is required when the crews 
get there then there may be a delay in 
getting it sent out. A delay of minutes 
can have a massive implication on 
somebody’s chance of survival. 

“The ERV has heavier cutting equip¬ 
ment. A fire engine can only cut up to a 
certain tonnage.”

There is an ERV vehicle based at 
Kempston Fire Station and in Stopsley 
near Luton.

“Specifically, there will be no fire sta¬ 
tion closures, no operational redundan¬ 
cies and no adverse effect on levels of 
front-line service delivery.”

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Birds force pilot 
to abort plane’s 
airport landing

A PLANE had to pull back up 
into the air immediately 
after touching down on 
Luton Airport's runway in an 
emergency manoeuvre to 
avoid a possible birdstrike. 

The easyJet flight from Nice 
grounded its wheels but was 
still moving at high speed 
when the pilot was forced to 
abort the landing and take 
off again due to birds near 
the runway. 

The aircraft then circled 
and made a second attempt 
at landing, which was suc¬ 
cessful. There were no 
injuries. 

Passenger Michele 

Armstrong, 39, who was on 
board, said: “I thought that 
we had made the softest 
landing ever as we appeared 
to be travelling along the 
runway but there had been 
no sense of impact and were 


still going quite fast. We then 
hit the tarmac hard after 
which the engines powered 
up again and we took to the 
air. 

“I understand that this is 
probably considered by 
flight crew as quite routine 
but to those of us who aren’t 
aviation trained it is a bit 
alarming to hit the ground 
and then roar up again. 

“One woman was in tears 
while other passengers were 
asking attendants what was 
happening. 

“The captain did announce 
before the second attempt at 
landing that there had been 
birds on the runway.” 


An easyJet spokesman said: 
“We can confirm that the air¬ 
craft aborted its landing on 
April 22 due to a flock of 
birds passing the runway. 

“The aircraft flew round 
again, and a few minutes 
later landed normally. 

“Passengers onboard the 
flight were informed of the 
situation at the earliest 
opportunity, and at no time 
was their safety compro¬ 
mised. 

“The safety and welfare of 
our passengers is and always 
will be our top priority.” 

An airport spokesman con¬ 
firmed the aircraft had to 
re-circle. 


Raid nets 
£ 1,200 
worth of 
heroin 

HEROIN with a street value of 
around £1,200 was seized 
during a police raid at a house 
on Thursday morning. 

Officers also discovered 
scales, clingfilm, mobile 
phones and other drug¬ 
dealing paraphernalia in 
Highbury Road, Luton. 

A 30-year-old man has been 
arrested for possession with 
intent to supply class A drugs 
and remains in custody at 
Luton police station. 

Detective constable Craig 
Gurr said: “This is another 
successful raid in a long line 
of arrests we have made in 
connection with drugs. 

“We have a proactive 
intelligence unit which 
receives, prioritises and acts 
on information coming in 
from the public and, often, 
other criminals. 

Dealers should be looking 
over their shoulders because 
we have further raids in the 
pipeline.”

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Three more jailed over 
‘cash for crash’

THE LAST three men to be 
convicted for their involvement in 
a ‘cash for crash’ scam which had 
the potential to cheat insurance 
companies out of millions of 
pounds have been jailed. 

Luton pair Kamsan Mahmood 
and Istafa Hussain, both of Lincoln 
Road, and Peter Charlery, 45, of 
Carol Close, all appeared before 
Luton Crown Court on Wednesday 
following a series of cases over the 
past three years. 

Judge Michael Kay QC said 
Mahmood, 43, and Hussain, 35, 
were central to the fraud, which 
was run out of Luton, and jailed 
them both for four and a half years 
for conspiracy to defraud. 
Mahmood received an extra six 
months for three charges of mort¬ 
gage fraud. 

Charlery, who the Judge said had 
been lured by the promise of 
accommodation and a small 
income, was jailed for 18 months 
having also been convicted of con¬ 
spiracy to defraud. 

In all 38 defendants have 
appeared at separate hearings over 
a period of three years after 
Bedfordshire Police broke up the 
fraud in November 2006. 

Hundreds of accidents were 
induced or made up and bogus 
and inflated claims submitted to 
insurance companies, which caus¬ 
es higher premiums for every single 


motorist. Judge Kay said those 
involved were motivated by greed 
and a ‘wish to get rich quick’, and 
described the setup as ‘sophisticated 
and carefully planned.’ 

The Judge also commended 
police and others who had been 
involved in the ‘long and torturous’ 
investigation. 

The police operation, codenamed 
Exhort, was launched in 2006. They 
were assisted by the Insurance Fraud 
Bureau and homes in Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and Berkshire were 
raided in November of that year after 
experts analysed suspicious claims. 

The car insurance fraud centred 
on an accident management com¬ 
pany called Swift Accident and 
Credit hire, based at 130 Leagrave 
Road, Luton, and later at a second 
site in Reading. 

The gang also used land at Long 
Meadow Farm, Chalton, to store the 
damaged vehicles and make the 
damage worse on some vehicles. 

Assistant chief constable 
Andrew Richer, who was the sen¬ 
ior investigating officer, said: 
“This case had grown considerably 
in size and complexity since the ini¬ 
tial lines of investigation were pur¬ 
sued in May 2006. This was a 
systematic and calculated fraud 
perpetuated on numerous victims.” 

Glen Marr, director of the 
Insurance Fraud Bureau, said: “The 
fraud is estimated to cost the indus¬ 
try £1.9bn a year and that adds on 
average £44 to every policy holder’s 
annual insurance premium.”

Credit they never claim. A recent 
survey by Turn2us has revealed star¬ 
tling statistics on the plight of pen¬ 
sioners in today’s society. 

A report published only last week 
suggested that a staggering eight in 
ten of those eligible for Pension 
Credit were simply not taking it up.

Network mounts a bus 
stop coughing campaign

A PECULIAR automated ‘cough¬ 
ing’ bus stop is helping spread a 
cancer awareness message. 

The unusual noise is played by a 
specially designed sound chip 
planted in the shelter outside 
Asda in Wigmore Lane, Luton, 
(pictured) when would-be pas¬ 
sengers approach.

It focuses on a simple message 
that an unexplained cough which 
lasts for three weeks or more 
needs checking out by a GP.

“If you’re aged over 50 and have 
a cough that lasts longer than 


usual, more than three weeks, or 
you’re coughing up small 
amounts of blood, then make an 
appointment to see your GP as 
soon as you can. 

“We hope that this innovative 
form of advertising will get people 
talking about these symptoms 
and turn a few heads across 
Luton.” 

The campaign, which ends on 
May 16, also took to the streets 
this week.

Carnival fever set to 


AROUND 80,000 people turn up every year to 
Luton International Carnival - but most of the 
extensive preparations are handled by just four 
people. The small team is currently working around 
the clock, putting the finishing touches to the 
May 30 Bank Holiday Monday event. CHRISTINA 
JOHNSON spoke to Carnival organiser Andy Grays. 


ENDLESS briefings, contracts, 
negotiations and meetings - 
Luton Carnival is all in a year’s 
work for the organisers of 
Britain’s biggest annual event. 

With scores of colourful 
costumes, music from across the 
globe and hundreds of stunning 
street entertainers, the May 30 
event is set to be the customary 
crowd-pleaser. 

Tens of thousands of revellers 
will attend the Carnival, so it is 
to the credit of the small events 
team at Luton Cultural Services 
Trust that it is delivered with 
the precision it deserves year in, 
year out. 

It is therefore understandable 
that the huge amount of behind- 


the-scenes work to ensure it goes 
off without a hitch begins as 
soon as the previous year’s event 
has ended. Now the events team 
is in its busiest period. 

The Carnival’s main organiser, 


Andy Grays, is director of arts at 
Luton Cultural Services Trust. 

He said: “Every six weeks we 
have a planning meeting and 
that starts off as soon as a 
carnival has ended with a 
debrief session. This is where 
we focus on areas we want to 
improve or change. 

“There will be 15 to 20 people 
around that table including my 
team, the police, ambulance, 
fire brigade, licensing and 
several other people. 

“As for what we’re doing at the 
moment, we’re really underlining 
our preparations. We are getting 
the contracts sorted out and the 
music artists confirmed. 

“We also go through a process 
called command briefings where 
all the parade groups are 
contacted and they have an 
opportunity to attend briefing 
sessions. 

“They find out what time they 
have to arrive and the time the 
whole parade will start. 

“We talk to them about sound 
and the process of keeping the 
parade moving forward etc.” The

Music has lost the power 
to bring people together 


T HE times have changed, 
as Bob Dylan forecast 
they would. But maybe 
not in the way he meant. 

When my friends and I were 
growing up and had, indeed, 
grown up, music was integral 
to our lives. But not just as 
amusement or leisure. 

The social revolution that 
happened in the 1960s and 
1970s was underpinned by the 
rock, pop and folk music of the 
day. And not just the music but 
the performers themselves 
were a radical challenge to the 
Establishment and its conser¬ 
vative ways. 

They were seen as a genuine 
threat to the moral fibre of the 
nation and many in the USA 
treated bands such as the Rolling 
Stones as the epitome of evil. 


Police used to hide in the 
bushes of rock stars’ homes in 
the hope of catching them up 
to mischief. They were rarely 
disappointed. 

Such music also accompa¬ 
nied and led opposition to 
unjust wars, such as Vietnam, 
and protests against social 
injustice and racism. The 
music and musicians them¬ 
selves helped to break down 
racial intolerance. This theme, 
of music leading the way, con¬ 
tinued through the 1980s, with 
the fall of apartheid and soviet 
communism. There were even 
a few songs protesting against 
the Government of the day. 

So I was looking forward to 
protest songs about bankers - 
a word that has great rhyming 
possibilities - and more recent¬ 


ly the rebellions in the Middle 
East and North Africa but feel 
sadly disappointed. 

There was not even any song 
of note on the Iraq war. And 
what about Alternative Voting? 
Maybe not. 

I appreciate the Internet is 
now a vital tool in the expres¬ 
sion and dissemination of 
ideas but music seems to have 
become once again part of the 
Establishment. 

Before some of you start 
shouting - ‘You don’t know 
what you are talking about 
Granddad’ -1 have just been 
on holiday with, among others, 
three teenagers. 

They were playing, on laptops 
and iPhones, music mainly 
from my generation, not theirs. 
Perhaps programmes such as 
X-Factor have given the power 
back to the music industry 
itself and away from the per¬ 
formers. 

Let us hope it cannot last and 
some outrageous alternative is 
bubbling away under the sur¬ 
face, about to explode in every¬ 
one’s faces.

Bath’s just the 
way to do it in 
the sunshine 
of Budapest 


TRAVEL 

BUDAPEST, HUNGARY 

THERE’S nothing better, as the rav¬ 
ages of winter fade away, than a dip 
in an outdoor swimming pool. 
Usually in April, it’s for the brave or, 
as in my case, the foolhardy. 

But in Budapest the weather is 
showing a kind face and pleasant 
sunshine brings out the Magyars to 
do what they love best. 

Thermal swimming areas and spas 
are big business in the Hungarian 
capital and the locals swear by their 
medicinal qualities. 

The water comes from natural 
springs and wells that contain min¬ 
erals said to be beneficial to the 
human wellbeing. All in all, the warm 
water supplies some 50 baths in 
Budapest. 

Beside me are four people, who 
look like they have been in the water 
for some time, playing chess on a 
ledge, inside the Szechenyi baths. 
The many spas and steam rooms 
within the ancient and rather mag¬ 
nificent building - a former hospital 
- are either being used for gentle 
recreation or an aerobics class. 

Once on a visit to Reykjavik, 
Iceland, I took the plunge in the 
famous Blue Lagoon. It was wonder¬ 


ful until you stood up and the ice 
cold air cut through your shoulders 
like a razor. 

There’s no such problem here and 
the heat of the pools and the day 
matches that of a wonderful city, 
graced by stunning architecture. 

Three days didn’t prove enough to 
squeeze in all the sights and it was 
with a heavy heart that we had to 
ditch a planned trip to Memento 
Park, some ten miles out of the city, 
where statues of Hungarian commu¬ 
nist leaders stand alongside those of 
Lenin and Marx. 

Instead we navigated the central 
area, sometimes by hop-on, hop-off 
buses, by foot and, of course, by 
water, as we cruised leisurely down 
the Danube on a ramshackle old 
boat. 

Our superb hotel overlooked the 
magnificent Chain Bridge, one of 
many that crosses the river and splits 
the quiet Buda with the lively Pest. 
High on the hill at the end of it, we 
can see the Castle District and won¬ 
der if we will be on our knees before 
we get there. 

Thankfully, the funicular is open 
and have to say that at £6 return it is 
probably the most expensive, but 
welcome, 100 yard trip in the country. 

Beyond the old town gate is the 
charming car-free area of Buda - 



except for public transport vehicles 
- with cobblestone roads the centre¬ 
piece of which is the Holy Trinity 
Square, the Lutheran Church and the 
Royal Palace, which today houses 
three museums. Quaint and relaxing 
is an understatement. 

There’s always a danger on city 
breaks of getting history-ed out. So 
we put our feet up on the rickety old 
cruiser which, during an hour chug 
up the Danube, provided us with the 
most magnificent view of the 
Parliament building. 

Upstream of the seat of power is 
Margaret Island, which nestles in the 
middle of the river. It measures little 
more than 1.5m long and 600 yards 
wide, but the Hungarians flock to it 
at weekends. It boasts its own zoo,

water tower and lidos, but can be 
overrun by joggers. 

There’s a vibrancy about Budapest, 
even on a now chilly Tuesday night, 
where a rather large Italian restau¬ 
rant is full to capacity and I am 
blessed with the most magnificent 
view of St Stephen’s Basilica, the sec¬ 
ond largest monument in the city. 


It is easy to love Budapest, from 
Heroes Square, which the great and 
good of Hungarian history are hon¬ 
oured in statue form, to its shopping 
area and endless food stops offering 
goulash for just a few pounds. 

Time passes too quickly and with so 
much to do and see, it is easy to get 
distracted. As we walk along the 
splendid promenade adjacent to the 
Danube, the fohn Bull pub is winking 
at us. 

Surprisingly, this is one English 
pub, present company excepted, 
with no English folk in it. But there 
was no doubting the Britishness of 
the favourite tipple - Bombardier 
brewed in Bedford. And no, we 
didn’t.

Plater starts season with podium finish

STEVE Plater powered to a podium finish in 
the British Supersport season opening 
weekend at Brands Hatch. 

The Padgett’s Honda biker from Luton 
finished in fifth place in the first race on the 
British Superbikes support series before 
claiming third in his second outing to leave 
the Kent circuit nicely placed in third 
position in the championship on 27 points. 

This year sees the race format changed 
with just one qualifying session ahead of a 
short race which, as well as attracting 
championship points, also sets the grid for 
the following day’s feature race. 

With a bike problem in the first race solved 
Plater began the 26-lap feature race from 
the second row of the grid in sixth place but 
he reached fourth position with two laps 
remaining before seizing the opportunity to 
power past Ben Wilson on the final lap and 
cross the finish line in third place. 


“That was a very good race,” he said. “I 
got off the line well but was boxed in and 
bottled out at the first two corners. 

“But then I got my head down, didn’t do 
anything stupid and began to pass people. 

“I realised halfway through the race that I 
had podium potential and I knew I had the 
right tyre in. 

“After the first race we discovered we did 
have an engine problem but the lads 
worked until 12.30am to sort it and I was 
fastest in the morning warm-up so I knew I 
would be competitive. 

“We left the set up the same and came 
good at the end of the race perfectly.” 

It’s another quick turn around for Plater as 
the next round is today at Oulton Park. 

Free practice took place yesterday and 
qualifying will take place this morning with 
the first British Supersport race to be run 
over 12 laps scheduled for 4.40pm. 

The main 16-lap race is set for tomorrow 
at 3.15pm. 


TEAM ES Racing are at Thruxton for rounds 
seven, eight and nine of the Dunlop MSA 
British Touring Car Championship today 
but Chris James thinks he’ll be at a 
disadvantage from the beginning because 
of plans announced by BTCC organisers to 
limit the turbo cars. 

Last time out on track the Luton-based 
driver took 12th place in the final race at 
Donington Park but he heads in to this 
afternoon’s races at the UK’s fastest race 
circuit having qualified in last position. 

He said: “I am a little downhearted about 
Thruxton as, while it is an amazing circuit, it 
is truly a power circuit. 

“Even though the turbos have been 
allegedly turned down - and I think they’ll 
just show more of their hand by turning 
them back up in different ways - I am 99 


per cent sure that we will be at a significant 
disadvantage even before we start.” 

James, who is currently 16th in the HiQ 
Independent Drivers Championship with 
the team placed joint seventh place with 
AMD Milltek Racing and Geoff Steel 
Racing in the team standings, isn’t giving 
up all hopes yet though. 

“That said, the great British underdog 
likes a challenge and will continue to push 
on. Once again we are looking to build on 
a very positive weekend at Donington. 

“To get 12th place and improve our 
position in every race was amazing. 

“The goals remain the same - and will 
do until we get more funding and 
experience - which are to keep the car 
straight, finish all three races and not 
finish last.”

EMMANUEL ‘Manny’ Oshunrinde feels 
that he has a point to prove when he 
returns to York Hall to face Sam 
Couzens, at the Graham Earl 
promoted Redemption Day-a double 
title headlined event on Saturday. 

Back in January, at Earl’s Capital 
Punishment event, the American- 
born fighter outclassed and out- 
punched Jahmaine Smyle until the 
referee called a halt to the 
proceedings in the first round due to 
a bad cut over his Leicestershire 
opponent’s right eye. 

Oshunrinde, who fights out of Earl’s 
Luton-based House of Champions 
stable, was delighted at getting his 
first win on British soil but that 
quickly turned to disbelief as the 
referee then declared the bout a 
technical draw, claiming the cut was 


caused by an accidental clash of 
heads. Video replays showed that the 
damage to Smyle’s right eye, and the 
heavily swollen left eye, were entirely 
due to Oshunrinde’s exceptionally 
long and hard straight jabs. 

Following a sparring session with 
Leon Williams, at the TKO Boxing Gym 
in London, Oshunrinde said: “The last 
fight I was pretty confident 
beforehand, 

“Jahmaine Smyle was making out 
like he was some kind of bulldozer 
and was going to walk right through 
me. But he couldn’t get past my left 
hand, so that really proved my critics 
wrong. 

“It was a pretty controversial night - 
it was an appalling refereeing 
decision. 

“Anyway, I’m putting that in the past 
because right now I’m looking 
forward to Saturday when I get to 


fight Sam Couzens. Hopefully this 
time I’ll get that KO on my record, 
that is as long as there isn’t a 
controversial technical decision, if 
you know what I mean? 

“I want a KO finish on my record, 
one that stands - not just that but I 
want to get my first victory on British 
soil. I’ve had eight fights overseas 
with eight knockouts, which 
apparently the British Boxing Board of 
Control don’t recognise. 

“Anyway I am just going to look 
forward to my next fight. This is my 
year and I’m just going to rack up all 
the wins I can get and then hopefully 
by the end of this year we’re talking 
titles. I’m just looking onwards and 
upwards and am looking to make a 
name for myself. 

“Last time I beat Smyle up with just 
my jab, this time I’m using my whole 
arsenal. I can guarantee that Sam 


hasn’t fought anybody like me before. 
I’m going to box his head off” 

Also on the Redemption Day card, 
Leon ‘Solid’ Williams defends the 
BBBofC Southern Area cruiserweight 
title against Danny Couzens. Paul 
Morby and Daniel Cadman have a 
rematch for the Southern Area super 
middleweight title. Former world 


champion-turned promoter Earl has 
lined up a strong undercard featuring 
some of his House of Champions 
stable. 

Light welterweight Terry Holmes 
and Belfast’s Joe Hillerby will be 
getting their third outings, while 
fellow Northern Irishman Mark Ginley 
will be making his professional debut.

AN 87th minute penalty from Jason Walker ensured 
it finished honours even in the play-off dress 
rehearsal between these sides in the final game of the 
regular season at Kenilworth Road. 

In the grand scheme of things, a win for either side 
would have meant little except perhaps to give them a 
small psychological boost ahead of their showdown in 
the post-season promotion battle. The Hatters will no 
doubt feel that a draw was the least their efforts 
deserved though. 

Understandably, neither side wanted to risk injuries 
to key players or give anything away. That led to a raft 
of changes in both starting line-ups, with Hatters boss 
Gary Brabin making six modifications to the team that 
beat Histon on Bank Holiday Monday. Opposite num¬ 
ber Dean Saunders went even further, changing the 
entire Wrexham starting 11. 

It was one of those unfamiliar names who broke the 
deadlock though, with Louis Moss - son of the club’s 
owner - putting Wrexham ahead in the first half. For a 
long time that looked as if it would be the difference 
between the teams on the day, but Walker’s spot kick 
ensured it ended all square. 

Keeper Joslain Mayebi was making his debut and 
was called into action inside the opening minutes, 
saving from Lloyd Owusu’s header from Matthew 
Barnes-Homer’s cross. 

However, it was the away side who went in front with 
their first chance of the match on 12 minutes. 

Moss and Marc Williams played a neat one-two on 
the edge of the Luton box which allowed Williams to 
get in behind the defence. He took on and beat George 
Pilkington before pulling the ball back across the area 
for Moss to tap in from close range. 

The Hatters went on the attack immediately from 
the restart and Dan Walker put a low shot from the 
edge of the box wide before Owusu lashed a volley 
over the bar. Then in the 17th minute they were 
awarded a free kick 25 yards out, but Robbie Willmott 
smashed his effort into the wall. 

Wrexham were forced into a change in the 23rd 
minute when Lee Fowler injured himself in a collision 
with Mayebi, the midfielder being stretchered off after 
several minutes of on-field treatment. 

The Cameroon stopper also managed to do himself 


some damage on the half hour, hurting his back when 
coming out of his area to head a long ball forward 
away. Fortunately for him, Luton winger Walker's 
attempted chip from that clearance went over. 

A free kick awarded to the away side three minutes 
later presented Jamie Tolley with the opportunity to 
extend their lead, but he saw his slightly ambitious 
attempt from the left of the area whistle past the left- 
hand post of home goalie Mark Tyler. 

At the other end, Willmott broke clear down the right 
wing and swung a dangerous-looking cross into the 
Wrexham area. However, it was just too high for 
Owusu, while Walker was unable to get a shot away 
under pressure from namesake Declan Walker. 

The Hatters continued their dominance of proceed¬ 
ings without really threatening when the second half 
got under way, but on 49 minutes Willmott forced a 
good save from Mayebi when he got in behind the 
defence and hit a low, powerful shot that was held. 

Barnes-Homer then volleyed over from the edge of 
the ‘D’ nine minutes later after Zdenek Kroca had 
chested down a Willmott cross into his path. 

Then in the 62nd minute Mayebi pulled off two fine 
saves in quick succession, parrying away a shot from 
substitute Adam Watkins before tipping Newton’s pow¬ 
erful header from the resulting corner over the bar. 

Wrexham countered and a last-gasp block from 
Hatters skipper Pilkington prevented Williams from 
adding to their lead after Adrian Cieslewicz had put in 
a low cross from the right. 

Replacement Alex Lacey was the next Luton man to 
be denied by Mayebi seven minutes later, not that the 
keeper knew much about it. Watkins swung in a free 
kick to the far post which Lacey rose up to head, only 
for it to hit the Wrexham stopper and go over the bar. 

They finally got their reward three minutes from 
time. Winger Walker was brought down in the area by 
Anthony Stephens and, after an argument with 
Barnes-Homer about who would take it, it was for¬ 
ward Walker who dispatched the spot kick, despite the 
best efforts of the eccentric Mayebi to put him off. 
That was the way it stayed and the sides will renew 
hostilities at the Racecourse Ground on Thursday 
evening.
